Justice Field to Retire and the 
Present Attorney-General 
to Step Up. 

TWO OBJECTS ACCOMPLISHED. 
Field Will Have Served Longer 
Than John Marshall and 
He Fooled Grover 
Cleveland.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 3.—It is prob- 
able that St. Louis will goon have a ref- 
resentative in President McKinley's Cabi- 
net. The position he wil] occupy is that of 
Attorney General and the man who it is 
thought will be selected ‘se Henry Hitch- 
cock, the well-known attorney, formerly 
Dean of the St. Louls Law School. Acco 4- 
ing to present informa'‘ion the appointment 
will.come about through the resignat on of 
Justice Stephen J. Field of the United 
States Su»reme Court. 

Monday week Justice Field will have 
gerved thirty-four years and one day asa 
member of the highest judicial tribunal in 
the land. That beats by one day the rec- 
ord of thirty-four years so long held by 
John Marshall, the firrt Chief Justice of 
the court. Justice Field has been very 
feeble for a long time. He will resign very 
goon after August 16. His object in remain- 
ing on the bench for so long while he was 
in such feeble health was first, to prevent 
Grover Cleveland naming his successor, and 
gecond to serve longer than John Marshall. 

Both of these objects will have been at- 
tained Monday week. His resignation will 
await the President upon his return from 
Lake Champlain. President McKinley will 
appoint Attorney General McKenna of Cali- 
fornia to the vacancy, and then, as said 
before, he will. probably select Mr. Hitch- 
cock for the vacancy in the Cabinet. It is 
certain that Mr. Hitchcock has been and is 
now being considered in this connection. 


Mr. Hitchcock is spending the summer 
in the Ad'rondacks. He will not return un- 
tfl September.

TESTING THE LAW. 


“We can suffer only from blundering 
legislation and conspiracies to make fa- 
vored classes,’’ says ex-Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker. 

In connection with this remark Mr. 
Wanamaker pleads for a fair test of the 
new tariff law. He asks the people to go 
to work and make the best of it. 

This is good advice, especially in view 
of the fact that the people can do noth- 
ine else. Mr. Wanamaker’s test of bad 
legislation will suffice for this law. 

But it is hard to prove actual conspir- 
acy to make favored classes. The con- 
spiracy must be proved by the circum- 
stances, the objects and the effects of the 
legislation. By this rule the Dingley law 
cannot escape condemnation. 

As for the circumstances, the law was 
passed under the influence of interests 
which will profit by it. Bhe law has been 
framed in such a manner as to levy taxes 
on the necessities of the people in order 
to enrich favored interests and monopoly 
combinations. The evidence is strong 
that the prime objects of the law were 
the enrichment of favored classes. As to 
the effects, the first and most patent are 
the depriving of the Government of a 
large amount of revenue by shrewd spec- 
ulators and the enhancement of prices 
on a great number of the necessaries of 
life. 

In so far as a revenue law fails to raise 
revenue, but increases the cost of living 
for the mass of the people, while increas- 
ing the profits of the favored few, it is 
a blunder. How much of a blunder it is, 
how far it will fail as a revenue meas- 
ure and will serve as a measure for the 
fostering of monopoly and the enrich- 
ment of favored classes, time alone can 
tell. One of the ostensible purposes of 
the law was to promote prosperity. What 
it will accomplish in this direction can 
only be determined by practical experi- 
ence. 

But experience in the past has shown 
that when the Government goes into 
partnership with private interests to pro- 
mote prosperity, the prosperity is usually 
cornered by the Government's partners. 
The work of cornering prosperity has al- 
ready commenced. The rise in trust 
stocks and in the price of commodities 
controlled by monopolists indicate a con- 
spiracy against the people. 

But the record of the law has just be- 
gun. Within the next three years it will 
be thoroughly tested. In so far as it lies 
in the power of the Post-Dispatch the 
facts about the law will be made public. 
The final judgment on this first act of the 
McKinley Administration will be made in 
the light of rigid investigation as well 
as of experience.

Successful Tests Made of Thos, 
B. Dixon’s Invention. 


—_—s 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, Mass., Aug. 3—There was a 
successful test in this city last night of a 
sextuplex system of telegraphy, the inven- 
tion of Thos. B. Dixon, @-one-armed young 
man of Henderson, Ky. It was a long 
time after telegraphy was invented before 
the duplex system was invented, by which 
two messages could be sent over a single 
wire at the same time. The quadruplex 
system folowed for four Messages simulta- 
neously, and then the inventors, Edison, 
Tesla, Field and others, went to work ro 
perfect a sextuplex system. Up to the 

resent time failures have resulted. but 
ir. Dixon’s invention its as perfect in its 
operation as the quadruplex system now in 
such common use. The test last night was 
over a loop to New Haven, and _ return, 
and in several minutes sendifig and receiv- 
ing no “breaking’’ or interference was per- 
ceptible. : 

Mr. Dixon considers his instruments as 
experimental only, and no doubt will great- 
ly improve them. A noticeable difference 
between them and ordinary instruments is 
that the sextuplex sounders have double 
Sets of magnets, the impulse going as the 
bar above tbem passes from one set of 
megnets to the other. Two sides of the 
sextuplex can be used as a quadruplex, and 
in fact it has been so tested on a loop run- 
ning from Boston to Buffalo and return 
and to New Haven and return, 1,300 miles. 

The usual limit of the successful working 
length. of the quadruplex system has been 
from 500 to 600 miles. The test of Mr. Dix- 
ons quadruplex is all the more remarkable 
when it is considered that a current of 130 
volts was used for the 1,300 miles when 
that potential is considered necessary and 
the ordinary system for less than 100 miles. 

Mr. Dixon says that his system can be 
operated just as well in wet as in dry 
weather. The inventor began work on the 
sextuplex in 1891, and made the first partly 
sucessful test two years ago, since which 
time he has been gradually bringing the 
System up to its present state, where it is 
ready for practical use. 

Edison is said to be authority for the 
Statement that the use of the quadruplex 
System has resulted in a saving of $20,000,- 
wo to one of the great telegraphic compa- 
nies alone, and in these days of the in- 
creasing use of telegraphy Mr. Dixon's in- 
vention means the saving of immense sums 
in wire construction and maintenance. 


KITE TELEGRAPHY. 


An Inventor Claims He Can Send Mes- 
sages From New York to Chicago. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Wm. A. Eddy says 
that experiments in atmospheric electricity 
for the purpose of telegraphing without 
wires was begun by him in July last at 
Bayonne, N. J., with two lines of kites 
supporting two lines of copper wire sepa- 
rated by a distance of several hundred feet. 
Marconi of Italy has announced that the 
power to telegraph without wire depends 
upon the perpendicular projection of the 
wires at each station, and that with sepa- 
rated wires projeeting to a height of 100 
feet he succeeded in telegraphing without 
wire conection toa distance of twelve miles. 
Mr. Eddy believes that with kite-supported 
wires messages can be sent from New York 
to Chicago by means of three or four in- 
termediate kite stations, each kite station 
having its wire projected to a height of 
1,500 or 2,000 feet. He says he has been de- 
feated by light winds, but the experiment 
of telegraphing without wires will be car- 
ried out as s90n as possible. He made re- 
peated attempts on Saturday last to carry 
upward a duplicate Mne of wire with the 
two lines of kites, but the wind declined to 
a calm before the second line could be es- 
tablished in the air. Marconi heretofore 
has used kites, but has supported his per- 
pendicular wire by other means: Mr. Ed- 
dy’s object is to vastly increase the dis- 
tance telegraphed by extending Marconi’s 
perpendicular wire to. a great height and 
substituting atmospheric electricity of tre- 
mendous tension for the artificial electricity 
of a coil or oscillator. 


BALENSI MUST GO BACK. 


The French Authorities Mean to Take 
Him to Paris. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 3.—Guillame Balesi, 
alias Alfred Balensi, alias Wm. A. Bellwood, 
will certainly be extradited if after the 
prosecution of the charges against him by 
local jewelers he 1s liberated. This is the 
intention of the French authorities, as ex- 
pressed by Minister of Foreign Affairs 
Hanotaux, and Acting Consul-General Char- 
pentier, to use every means to take ‘BRalensi 
back to Par.s on the accusation of forgery 
and embezzlement. 

Mme. Balensi, at present, according to dis. 
patches, lives in Paris with three children. 
The statement by cable is that Balensi left 
the mother of his children, and that she has 
not been in communication with him for a 
considerable time.. Yet the fact remains 
that Balensi has been accompanied by a 
woman known as Mrs. Bellwovud and that 
she has taken a devoted interest in his wel- 
fare. Concerning Balensi’s ‘dentity with 
the man who acted as poor Max Lebaudy’s 
broker, there can no longer be even the 
vaguest doubt. Consul Charpentier said 
that persons who knew Balensi in Paris 
have visited him here and have declared 
that he ts the man who is wanted by the 
French Government. “Of course some for- 
malities of identification will have to be 
gone through with,” said Mr. Charpentier, 
“but they need little time. I shall make it 
my business to call on Balensi within a few 
days. I shall place the matter in the hands 
of our ambassador and then, after obtain- 
ing a warrant from the home government 
for the possession of Balensi, I do not think 
he will get away from us in the event that 
he is the man we want even if some few 
delays are caused by technicalities.”

PARIS, Tex., Aug. 3.—According to news

“Fifteen thousand m'ners will be on the 
Klondike by next spring, and most of them 
will be Americans. It is preposterous to 
believe that after braving ali dangers and 
haniships to get there, they will submit 
to giving up a large percentage of their 
profits. Canada cannot send enough troops 
or mounted police into that country to see 
that the regulations are enforced. 


“If an atteenpt is made to enforce these 
duties the miners will hold a meeting. and 
whatever the decision it will be carried out. 
American laws rule there and from my 
talk last winter with many miners I know 
they will rebel against any regulations that 
crowd poor miners. 

“Before I left there was a strong fe@ing 
that the stars and stripes should float over 
the Klondike gold fieids, and with more 
Americans coming in this sentiment will 
be strengthened. 

“What will two or three hundred troops

William, al'as “Skippy” Rohan, wae held 
for the Grand-jury without bail in the 
Court of Criminal Correction Tuesday for 
the murder of Caspar Beimfohr, a grocer 
at Nineteenth and Benton streets, last June. 

Rohan would have been held for the 
Grand-jury on Monday had it not been for 
a display of ignorance of court etiquette 
by Eddie Belimfohr, the ll-year-old eon of 
the murdered man. 

Everything was in readiness for the hear- 
ing Monday when the boy--the most im- 
portant witness against Rohan—advanced 
to the witness stand. He had left hia coat 
at home. Judge Murphy was shocked. He 
stopped the proceedings, and declared that 
the boy had violated court decorum by ap- 
pearing in a half-clad cendition. Then he 
read the astonished witness a lecture, or- 
dered the case continued until Tuesday, and 
warned young Beilmfohr to appear properly 
dressed. 

When the case was called Tuesday Bem- 
fohr was there with his coat on. Te sald 
he would willingly have donned heavy un- 
derclothing, a sweater, his winter clothes 
and a ver overcoat, with the thermome- 
ter at 12%) in the shade, if necessary, to tes- 
tify against Rohan. He was not aware of 
the rules regarding apparel in the court 


room. 

Beimfohr and Detective \elieher, who ar- 
rested Rohan, were the only witnesses ex- 
aro ined. Rohan had no attorney, and after 
asking Velmfohr a few questions to test 
the correctness of his identification, puege 
Murphy ordered Rohan held for the Grani- 


jury. 
“the boy ewore that Rohan fired the fatal 
ot. 


A j’ost-Dispatch reporter talked with 
Judge Murphy on the subject of court eti- 
quette. 

“I do not personally object to people ap- 
ag | before me without their coats,’ 
he judge said, “but in order to maintain 
proper court discipline I cannot allow wit- 
nesses to take the stand when they are not 

roperly attired. Were I to permit such con- 

uct there would be no respect due the 
ourt of Criminal Correction and no dig- 
nity about it. 

“anybody who finds fault with my ruling 
ing the Ereper dress persons who ap 
pear in court has a wrong conception of a 
court. Down in ‘Hawville’ and other back- 
woods the courts run on a wide-open 

lan, I presume, where witnesses squirt to- 
Saeco Juice on the floor and whittle fhe 
chairs, goods boxes or whatever they sit 
on. My court is not of that type. We en- 
deavor to conduct a respectable court and 
the only way to do that is to maintain dis- 
oipline and dignity.”
